15. CHINA 

TORONTO GLOBE AND MAIL'S MUNRO, IN PEKING, SAYS DESPITE 
DISPATCH OF PLA TO HANGCHOW FACTORIES, NEW RED FLAG 
CALL FOR PARTY UNITY, AND RECEIPT AT PEKING FOREIGN 
EMBASSIES OF HANDBILLS ATTACKING TENG HSIAO-PING, 

EVIDENCE IS TOO FLIMSY TO HERALD NEW PERIOD OF DISRUPTION 
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AND DISSENT. ACTUALLY, THERE IS CONSIDERABLE EVIDENCE 
PRC LEADERSHIP IS SATISFIED WITH STATE OF AFFAIRS, FEELS 
THINGS ARE GENERALLY MOVING SMOOTHLY (IN USIA WIRELESS 
FILE). 

ON OTHER HAND, NYT'S BUTTERFIELD, IN HK, CONTENDS
